summer surcharge 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) has elimina- 
ted the summer surcharges in its 
billing, starting with the October 
billing. Summer surcharges have 
been in effect for the past two 
years. The basic rates, starting in 
October will be back to the May 
1986 level. 

The RMLD did not experience, 
this summer, a new peak system- 
load, although it did have a seven 
percent energy growth through 
August. The cooperation of 
customers contributed to the good 
results. 

The New York Power Authority 
credit for October, assigned to 
residential customers, is to be 


$7.44, and the fuel charge is to be 

.75 cents per kilowatt hour. The 
continued shutdown of the Pilgrim 
Plant of Boston Edison is not 
expected to have a great effect on 
the bills of customers, the RMLD 
has stated. The RMLD is on a 
"Contract Demand” contract with 
Boston Edison, from which 
company it purchases about 40 
percent of its power. The marginal 
effect that will be experienced by 
-RMLD customers will be in the fuel 
charge. 

The RMLD expects, if the present 
growth is continued through 1986 
that any 1987 rate adjustment will 
be minor, assuming a stable fuel 
charge, and continued growth. 


Hazardous waste 
collection planned 


A collection day for hazardous 
materials will be conducted in 
Wilmington on October 25. The 
collection will allow residents to 
dispose of household materials 
which would constitute a hazard 
either to humans or to the environ- 
ment should they be improperly 
discarded. Included would be such 
products as household chemicals 
and cleaners, drain cleaners, motor 
oil, solvents, pesticides or poisons 

The town has received a $5346.31

The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee last Wednesday accepted, with 
regrets, the resignation of principal 
William Fay.

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Commissioners want 
$250k bond for 
Olin sewer permit 


The Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners are seeking a 
$250,000 bond from Olin Corp. to 
cover clean-up costs associated with 
the shut-down of the Olin plant on 
Eames Street. 

Olin recently applied for a 
variance of their discharge permit 
from the Mass. Water Resources 
Authority 

The quarter-million dollar bond 
would cover the total estimated 
costs of various phases of the clean- 
up. Included would be cleaning of 
lagoons, under full-time inspection 
by the town’s sewer consultants, 
$20,000, Periodic sampling and 
laboratory testing of discharge, 
$5000, cleaning of town sewer 
interceptor and disposal of 
sediments, $225,000. 

“Since they're pulling out, we 
want the money up front,” said 
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George Allan, chairman of the 
Water and Sewer Commissioners 
They would require the money to 
be deposited in an escrow account. 

The commissioners would also 
hold Olin responsible for any 
damage to sewers discovered 
during the cleaning operation. 
Damage to town sewer pipe had 
been previously discovered, with 
blame laid to Stepan Chemicals, the 
firm which operated the plant prior 
to its being sold to Olin, That 
damage was repaired, with Stepan 
footing the bill 

“We're concerned about any 
variance, and are concerned about 
anything that goes down our pipes,” 
said Allan. “If they're going to do 
it, they're going to do it our way.” 

He also has notified the 
Wilmington Board of Health of his 
concerns regarding the clean-up, 
especially in the lagoons. His 
concern is that they don't create 
"another Woburn situation.” He 
was referring to problems encoun- 
tered in Wobum where developers 
working on an old chemical plant 
site uncovered buried chemical 
wastes and remains of animal 
carcasses. 


WILMINGTON PLAZA 
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ed at $61k

Following some high praise from 
the Wilmington School Committee 
and an open discussion of his 
evaluation, Superintendent Robert 
Horan was voted an $11,100 
increase in salary last Wednesday, 
bringing it up from $49,900 to 
$61,000 for the 1986-87 school 
year. 

Horan received the increase in a 
four to one vote of the board after a 
brief executive session. Committee- 
man Shirley Callan opposed the 
increase saying that though Horan 
deserved a raise, "I don't think the 
town can afford $61,000." Fellow 
board member Phil Fenton was not 
present at the meeting 

The raise makes Horan the 
highest paid official in Wilmington 
government. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski reportedly receives a 
base salary of $51,196. 

Chairman Robert Peterson said 
Horan's original salary accorded 
him a little over a year ago was 

ridiculously low" for the 
Merrimack area and the increase 
should put him on a par with 
superintendents in surrounding 
towns. Callan pointed out, 
however, that many of those 
administrators had been on the job 
‘over 12 years.” 

The majority of the board agreed 
Horan had proven himself to be 
"extremely professional” in run- 
ning the school system and feared, 
without 'the*substantial increase, 
they might lose him to another 
town. 

Saying they had “nothing to 
hide,” committee members 
reversed their original position and 
agreed to discuss the superinten- 
dent’s evaluation in public prior to 
the executive session to negotiate 
Horan's salary. The decision was 
the result of a complaint filed with 
the district attomey’s office by the 
Lowell Sun. Originally, members 
had agreed to release only a 
composite or group evaluation to 
the public. 

Horan was rated on 56 items 
ranging from leadership qualities 
to relationship with the school 
committee, He was rated on a scale 
of zero to nine. Though some 
individual members said they had 
accorded him the top figure, Horan 
averaged between six and eight on 
the composite profile. 

Horan told those present that out 
of more than 400 comments from 
committee members, approximat- 
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ely 325 were commendable, 70 
were satisfactory, and only three 
were unsatisfactory 

During the discussion, members 
referred to Horan in glowing 
terms. 

Tony Accardi called him a 
"strong, strong leader” who heads 
off small problems before they 
grow into large ones; while Brid- 
get Zukas said he was intelligent, 
hardworking, and capable. 

Callan referred to Horan as “a 
man of principles” who holds to his 
convictions even when they're 
unpopular and keeps informed of 
the educational needs of the system 

Peterson said even administrators 
in other towns think Horan is 
nd the superinten 
Je "a bad personnel 
in the time since he’s been 


Mitchell Spiris was the only 
member to publicly offer concrete 
suggestions for improvement. 
Spiris prefaced his remarks with 
the observation that Horan is "a fine 
superintendent and can become an 
outstanding superintendent.” 

He pointed out that Horan is an 
asset to the system because he 
understands the needs of the 
community; has strengths in the 
area of finance, curriculum, and 
personnel; and "can and does make 
the tough decisions.” In order to 
improve, Spiris said Horan could 
better organize his time and 
respond immediately to tasks. 

"I was pleased overall,” Horan 
said of the evaluation. In a 
humorous reference to Spiris’ 
comments, he added he could 
improve and he was "open to 
criticism and occasionally will 
respond to it,” provoking a 
roomful of laughter

Sunshine. Laughter. Movies, 
Food. Speeches. A steady hum of 
conversation. A feeling of accom- 
plishment. And a respectable 
turnout of Wilmington residents, 
both disabled and able-bodied. All 
marked the opening day celebration 
of the new AIM (Access is 
Mandatory) Headquarters located 
in the Fourth of July Building last 
Thursday. 

Members of AIM (also known as 
the Wilmington Committee for 
Citizens with Disabilities) and the 
Handicapped Commission com- 
bined forces to put together a day- 
long schedule of events designed to 
inform visitors about the 
handicapped and encourage them to 
utilize the facility, gaily decked out 
in blue and white balloons and 
crepe paper for the special 
occasion. 

Visitors were able to sample 
tempting finger foods, juices and 
coffee, and a huge sheet cake 
supplied by Dom and Dee Genetti, 
which was arranged on a long table 
along one wall. Another table was 
filled with helpful pamphlets and 
brochures on the needs of the 
handicapped and assistance avail- 
able. They were provided from 
various sources by Carol Beaudoin, 
Betty Landrigan, and commission 
chairman Larry Curtis. Three 
video taped films on intimate 
friendships, sports and the handi- 
capped, and deaf awareness were 
shown throughout the festivities. 

Guest speaker John Brown, who 
in 1983 helped found the 
Handicapped Affairs Committee, 
called awareness the key to helping 
the disabled. He spoke on the 
beginnings of the committee in 
Wilmington, which began with a 
few people and an idea, and pushed 
to get the disabled out of their 
homes and into society once again. 

Jim Gleich, director of the State 
Office of Handicapped Affairs, 
praised the efforts of local 
organizations which help provide 
access for handicapped people and 
help enforce state laws to lift 
barriers. He praised AIM's efforts, 
in particular, saying, "this (the 
center) is going to integrate people 
with disabilities into the entire 
community.” 

In introducing Gleich, Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski said 
"the committee responsible for this 
is a hardworking group that 
exemplifies the axiom ‘many hands 
make light work" and later 
referred to them as “movers and 
shakers.” 

Perhaps the largest crowd of the 


day turned out at 4 p.m. to hear 
WEEI radio personality Ken 
Meyer give an inspirational talk on 
coping with blindness and how hard 
it is for a disabled person like 
himself to break into the 
communications field. He told an 
attentive audience he got his first 
break with station WBZ when he 
asked for a six month trial as an 
announcer and stayed 14 years, 

AIM chairman Judy DiPalma 
pointed out that many volunteers 
helped make the day the success 
that it was. She gave credit to Jack 
Cushing and the Fourth of July 
Committee and her husband Bob 
for their help and support; to her 
committee members as well as their 
‘neighbors and friends for taking 
the time to bake and prepare the 
food; the Flower Stop, Parties and 
Toys, the Community, Fund, Elmer 
Branscomb and others who gene- 
rously supplied floral arrange- 
ments and balloons; to Sandy Volpe 
for the AIM Headsquarters 
windsock she donated; and to Fred 
Neilson who donated special AIM 
magnets and the doorprize (a 
barbecue grill which went to lucky 
winner Roger Stone). 

AIM members expressed hopes 
that their initial efforts would bear 
fruit and bring others to join them 
in their new home. 

"Wee'want’ tovintegrate” the 
disabled with the able-bodied,” said 
an articulate Dee Genetti, one of the 
organizers of the opening day. A 
car accident victim, Dee claims the 
committee was responsible for 
getting her out of the house and 
getting her involved. In turn, she 
encourages others to come out to 
socialize and share information 
with each other because “it's 
quicker than going through a lot of 
ted tape.” 

For the past six years, Peg Ryan 
remained in the house cut off from 
friends because of a head injury 
suffered in a car accident. Once she 
got involved in AIM, however, all 
that changed. This energetic 
22-year-old was responsible for 
planning and running two AIM 
sponsored dances in the last two 
years. She, too, encourages others 
who feel homebound to take 
advantage of the new center, which 
will be open Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 1 to 4 p.m. and 
Saturdays from 7 to 10 p.m. 

AIM Headquarters will open for 
the first time Saturday, October 4 
at 7 p.m. A special "Social 
Connection” program is planned to 
make visitors feel welcome and 
comfortable, said Carol Beaudoin. 
Refreshments will be served.

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Residents seek completion of subdivision

’ Neighborhood spokesman Chuck 
Johnston on Tuesday gave Wil- 
‘mington Planning Board members 
a prioritized list of items still to be 
‘finished in the Middlesex Pines 
‘subdivision. The list was developed, 
‘by concerned homeowners who had 
originally pushed for the 
completion of roads and sidewalks 
‘in both sections of the development. 
Johnston explained that residents 
‘are interested in putting in streets, 
lights, and sidewalks "as soon as 


possible.” Hopefully, said Johnston, 
these could be accomplished for 
$80,000, the amount of the bond 
taken by the town to complete the 
work. Curbing and other

The end of the 
low-priced haircut 


George O'Brien has gone out of 
business. 

George for many years conducted 
‘one of the smallest barber shops in 
the world. A one room establish- 
ment, it was located on Main Street 
in Wilmington, near the McNamara 
‘Tire Company. George, when it 
‘came to the clipping of hair, was a 
‘one man band. 

The story starts about 1958, give 
or take a year or so. George 
Stevens, a Tewksbury resident and 
business man, had a place built in 
Wilmington in which he ran a 
combination restaurant and ice 
cream stand, That place is now the 
McNamara Tire Company. 

Stevens, for years, had been a 
patron of a barber shop which was 
about a mile northerly of his new 
restaurant. The price there, for 
haircuts had been 75 cents, 

One morning Stevens arrived at 
his place of business feeling a sense 
‘of outrage. That barber shop, 
which he had patronized for so 
many years, was now charging 90 
cents! 

So Stevens established his own 
barber shop, next door. He had a 
small place constructed, and 
offered it to a North Wilmington 
man named William (Chinky) 
Burbine, who conducted a barber 
shop in his own home in North 
Wilmington. 

Burbine could use the place, 
George said, and he would charge 
the very, very lowest of rents. The 
‘only stipulation was that Burbine 
should not increase the price of 
haircuts in an arbitrary manner, 

Burbine agreed, ‘The barber shop 
‘with the lowest priced haircuts was 
in business, Broadly speaking, 
business was good, He was in 
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business for a number of years, at 
that site. 

Then George O'Brien took over. 
He had the same contract for rent, 
and for prices. 

Of course prices went up, with all 
the inflation in the country, But 
with other persons in ownership, 
George still maintained the original 
agreement. 

He could have put up a sign 
boasting that he had the lowest 
prices in, say, Middlesex County. 
But he didn't, 

He just kept busy clipping away. 
Eventually the price was up to $3. 
But other shops were charging $5 
or more. 

The story is told that, at the $3 
price, George O'Brien, in one 
Saturday, clipped the hair of 100 
patrons. That would total $300 for 
one day, which is not anything of 
which any person can complain. 

Maybe he worked 10 hours that 
day. That would mean 10 haircuts 
an hour, or six minutes for each 
haircut! 

‘There was no complaint from his 
patrons, They just kept on coming 
in 

Now there is an ice rink under 
construction. Benny Restuccia, of 
Wilmington Ford is footing the 
bill. The entrance to the skating 
rink will be exactly over the site 
where that barber shop has been for 
So many years. 

The story, correct or not, is that 
Restuccia offered other sites to 
George, so that he could continue 
his business. For reasons known 
only to George, he didn't want 
them, 

So now, after a quarter of a 
century, the one man band of a 
barber shop is out of business, 
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The building which for many years housed O'Brien's 
Barber Shop will soon be demolished. The driveway for 
the new ice arena will run where she building now 
stands. George O'Brien has closed the shop and retired, 


done for the $80,000.

dies after head-on crash 


A Wilmington man died of 
injuries sustained in a motorcycle 
accident on Thursday at 4 p.m.. 

James D'Errico, 20, of 35 
Woburn St. died at the Mass 
General Hospital about 12 hours 
after the accident. 

DErrico’s motorcycle collided 
head-on with a car on Woburn 
Street in North Wilmington at the 
intersection of Marie Drive.

At the time of the accident, 
D'Errico was heading ‘north on 
Woburn Street and was passing a 
car driven by Paul Bova of 100 
Glen Rd. The motorcycle collided 
with a 1976 Mercury Montego 
driven by Karen Malfa, 26, of 43 
North St. After the initial impact, 
Malfa's car continued on, colliding 
with Bova's and coming to rest in 
the yard at 94 Woburn St 

The impact threw D'Errico into 
the air. He sustained extensive 
injuries to the head and chest. 

The motorcycle landed near a 
fence on the corner of Marie Drive 
and Woburn Street.

The Wilmington Historical Commission has 
expressed its concern as to their role in the renovation 
work on older public buildings in town. This has 
culminated in the writing of two pieces of 
correspondence to the Board of Selectmen requesting 
that the commission be allowed to play a role in any 
future work involving town owned facilities that 
might involve the special expertise of the historical 


commission. 


The background for historical commissions begins 
with the federal government which mandated that the 
States establish them. In turn, the state governments 
passed this responsibility onto the local level where 
towns have had the option to establish historical 


commissions, 


The Wilmington Historical Commission is 
comprised of seven members, though there are 
presently six due to one vacancy. The board members 
are appointed by the select- men. With the power of 
eminent domain, the commission receives funds from 
the taxpayers for support of such projects as the 
Harden Tavern, though the commission's work does 
not end here as it is charged by the state with the 
protection of all historic buildings and lands. 

Subsequently, Selectman Robert Doucette has wisely 
suggested that the commission prepare a list of older 
buildings which would be considered historic, and 
should be renovated with consultation from the 


historic commission. 


Accordingly, the commission has a preliminary list 
of thirteen such buildings and pieces of lands. 
Hopefully, the town administration will work closely 
with the historical commission in the future as the 
need arises. They are a group of people dedicated to 
service, and prepared to give the information needed 
for renovations of Wilmington's historic properties. 


The October 5, 1961 edition of 
the Town Crier of Wilmington 
noted that:

Club in Wakefield. 

Harry Wiseman of Jones Avenue 
was elected president of the Salem 
Street Synogogue; Ben Weinberg 
was to serve as vice president; 
Morris Modelle was named 
secretary; Leslie Weiner, treasurer 
and the board of directors would 
include Philip Glassman and 
Nathan Mednick. 

New to Wilmington, a member of 
the DeFrancisco family suffered 
sudden illness and turned to a 
neighbor for assistance. The neigh- 
bor summoned Dr. MacDougall 


who in turn took complete charge 
of the situation with the patient in 
the ambulance within minutes. A 
letter signed by Anthony 
DeFrancisco praised the actions of 
his neighbor, Dr. MacDougall and 
the ambulance crew. 

Bruce MacDonald was serving as 
secretary of the board of appeals. 

The First National was offering 
steak at 99 cents a pound; celery at 
23 cents a bunch and cabbage at 5 
cents a pound.

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House fires are generally 
unplanned events, but there is some 
planning which families can do 
which will help them in case there 
is a fire. 

The Wilmington Fire Department 
is urging residents to participate in 
a home fire drill, which will be 
broadcast on Evening Magazine on 
Tuesday, Oct. 7 at 7:30 p.m, The 
fire drill is being held in 
conjunction with National Fire 
Prevention Week. 

The department has released a list 
of steps for planning for such an 
emergency. 

1, Have a family meeting; appoint 
a person in charge. 

2. Draw a floor plan, indicating 
exits via stairways. Never use an 
elevator in a fire. Keep 
passageways clear of all ob- 
structions , bicycles, 

3. Make sure all family members 
know the fire department emer- 
gency number. (In Wilmington, it 
is 658-3200. In Tewksbury, it is 
851-7355.) Each phone should 
have a sticker listing emergency 
numbers. 

4. As a group, check both ways 
out from every room. Make sure 
doors close tightly, and windows 
can be opended easily, and are free 
of obstructions such as furniture or 
air conditioners. On upper floors, 
have escape ladders (ULL. tested.) 

5. Point out and test all smoke 
detectors, so everyone knows the 
sound of the alarm. There should 
be at least one detector on each 
sleeping level of the home and 
outside all sleeping areas. Test all 
detectors weekly. 

6. Plan for one place where 
everybody will meet for a head 
count once they are out of the 
building. The place should be a 
permanent object or structure. A 
telephone pole with a street light is 
an excellent choice. 

‘Once the head count is taken, one 
person should notify the fire de- 
partment by a nearby phone. Don't

Step Five: Talk over any 
problems that occurred. Adjust 
your fire escape plan before your 
next monthly drill.

Board of Appeals 
is too easy

‘Tewksbury has an "easy" board of appeals, or so it would seem. 
Most requests placed before the board are granted, unless the 
variance meets with excessive pressure from neighbors or is 
demonstrably detrimental to the neighborhood. 

Take for example the last round of public hearings, held 
Monday night. Out of 11 variance requests made to the appeals 
board, two were tabled for further study and the rest granted, 
sdme with conditions placed upon the approvals. None of the 
requests were denied. ‘ 

Admittedly, many of the variance requests are granted for good 
reason. Say a house is discovered to be a few inches too close to 
the road, violating the setback requirement. Banks are doing their 
real estate homework these days, making it more likely that any 
building viotation would comg to light during a re-financing or 
second mortgage application. 

The cost to move the house and its foundation those few inches 
would be incredible, and a variance from the appeals board is the 
best and cheapest alternative. The board, in fact, frequently 
grants these requests immediately after hearing the public 
discussion, while more complex issues are not voted until the end 
of the session. 

But other requests made before the board are not so cut- 
and-dried. One of the more common requests is for permission to 
split a lot in half, for the construction of an additional home on the 
property. These requests are all too frequently granted. 

A town zoning by-law passed in 1956 mandates one-acre house 
lots, but this ruling has been by-passed frequently by the appeals 
board. Town planner Charles Frederiksen said the purpose of the 
appeals board is to correct the imperfections of the zoning 
by-laws, but he described the precedent of splitting acre lots as 
“starting a wildfire.” 

One of the guidelines for the granting of a variance request is 
supposed to be a demonstrable hardship. This hardship need not 
be much, if the workings of the current appeals board is any 
indication. One attorney representing a man who recently wanted 
to split a one-acre lot even proposed that the "lack of buildable 
land in the suburbs" constituted a suitable economic hardship. 

To find out why the appeals board is so generous, the 
Tewksbury. Board of Selectmen asked a representative to appear 
at this week's meeting of the selectmen. Former appeals board 
chairman Lou Carciofi appeared before the board to answer 
questions, most of them from Selectman Jay Kelley. 

Selectman Kelley said he had done some research on the appeals 
board's past decisions. The number of variance has been 
tising, Kelley said, and some 80 percent of lot-splitting requests 
had been granted over the past year. 

Kelley said variance requests should be granted in exceptional 
cases only, not because there is a lack of good enough reasons to 
deny. 

Carciofi noted that each case before the appeals board is handled 

on its om merit, as well itshould. - 
Butstill, the hardships have not been adequately shown. Far too 
many one-acre lots have been split, and frequently the only 
demonstrable hardship has been on the nei; themselves. 
Population density is rising in Tewksbury, and the board of 
appeals deserves much of the blame. 


The backbone of the 
school system

Both as a person and an administrator, Robert Horan is held in ° 
high esteem. Last week, the. Wilmington School Committee § 
elected to show its appreciation and assure that the 
superintendent would stay in the system by giving him a 
substantial increase in salary. ‘ 

Mr. Horan deserves recognition for the professional way he 
has handled the job, to date, and for breathing life into a sluggish 
system. In little over a year, he has instilled confidence and 
enthusiasm and has been a visible administrator able to make the _ 
hard decisions. He has brought top talent to Wilmington. He has 
moved personnel around to give them a chance to show what ' 
they can do. The town needs his knowledge and strong 
leadership ability. To lose him is unthinkable. 

However, the decision to give the superintendent an $11,100 
pay increase to put him on a par with administrators in other 
towns sent shock waves through many in the room that night. 
Many people questioned both the size of the raise and the fact 
that it was granted after little more than a year in the position. — 

Other town officials, most with more experience and equal if 
not greater responsibilities, now take second place to Mr. Horan 
on salary level. Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski, for instance, 
makes a base salary of $51,195. He, too, juggles myriad 
responsibilities and handles increasing demands on his time, all 
without the help of an assistant manager, something which is 
long overdue. 

Police Chief Bobby Stewart reportedly has been on the job as 
chief since 1980 and makes a base salary of $46,516. Fire Chief 
Dan Wandell makes $49,077. Though, like the town manager, 
they are allotted travel expenses, they too handle large 
departments and carry enormous responsibilities. 

Perhaps the hardest part for this writer to accept is that our 
teachers -- the backbone of our system -- may not get the same 
deal. For too long, their dedication and commitment fo quality 
education for our children has been overlooked on a monetary 
level. 

During the 1985-86 school year, Wilmington teachers earned 
a starting salary of $14,582, Out of 15 surrounding towns, only 
Tewksbury was lower with a starting salary of $14,468. Other 
starting salaries range from $15,283 (Dracut) to $18,139 
(Bedford). 

During the same year, Wilmington teachers earned a top 
doctorate salary of $29,490. Only Lowell was lower with a 
salary of $28,219. Other top doctorate salaries ranged from 
$29,884 (Tewksbury) to $35,375 (Andover). 

In the interest of fairness, good teachers, too, should 
be on a par with surrounding towns and rewarded in 
order to keep them within our system. 

Some people will complain that teachers don't work 12 months , 
a year and therefore don't earn their salaries. Only someone 
who's been in their shoes can understand the daily pressures, the 
endless hours put in preparing lessons and grading papers, the 
work late into the night and on weekends, the struggle to further 
their own education, and the challenge to motivate students 
increasingly turned off to any kind of learning and 
advancement. Teachers deserve and need our support. 

Currently, negotiations are underway to come to an agreement 
on a teachers’ contract for the 1986-87 school year. Both WTA 
President Mathew Joyce and school committeeman Mitch Spiris 
are optimistic about this year's bargaining sessions. Mr. Joyce 
told this writer the bargaining was "initially, very positive" and 
he and Mr. Spiris suggested teachers’ salaries may be brought up 
to par this year. 

"No one's asking for top dollar but we'd certainly like to have 
parity with surrounding communities," said Mr. Joyce, calling ‘: 
fellow teachers in Wilmington "dedicated, well trained, and +; 
conscientious.” S 

While many towns took advantage of the chance to set 
minimum salary at $18,000 under Chap. 188, the Wilmington 
School Committee declined the opportunity. According to Mitch 
Spiris, "the consensus seemed to be, if you build it in you're 
stuck with it even after the state funds stop (after three years).” 

Now, however, there's a good chance a new contract will « 
provide parity with nearby towns, Such a positive step would’po 
a long way toward assuring that Wilmington Public Schools will *. 
retain quality people and attract new blood into a system which, 
through the combined efforts of the school committee and top 
administrators liké Robert Horan, is steadily being turned into 
something vital and a source of pride. 
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| Appeals board grants 
unusual request

An unusual variance request was 
approved by the Tewksbury Board 
of Appeals this week which will 
allow the construction of just four 
single family residences on a 
28-acre plot of land off Andover 
Street. 

According to land surveyor 
Robert Morris, who represented 
DiPalma, Sullivan & DeCarolis 
before the appeals board, the 
28-acre plot would have just four 
single family residences, 

The lot, located off Andover 
Street, will be divided into 
of 1,8, 3, 4.6 and 7.7 acres. 
of the four lots will have j 
house and a common driveway to 
Andover Street. An additional 
parcel of 10.9 acres, mostly 
wetlands according to Morris, 
would be held jointly by the four 
homeowners. 

Morris's request was for a 
frontage variance for the parcel. 
Town by-laws state that each house 
must have a minimum frontage on a 
major street, and the plot plan 
submitted by Morris did not meet 
the minimum requirements. 

"We could put in 10 to 15 cluster 
zoning lots on this parcel if we 
wanted,” Morris told the board and 
audience, Morris stated that if the 
land were all "high and dry,” as 
many as 24 cluster lots could be 
placed on the property, 

Former appeals board chairman 
Lou Carciofi told the audience that 
any parcel of 12 acres or more 
could qualify for cluster zoning. 

Morris said, however, that the 
four landowners wanted their 
privacy and would not subdivide 
their lots in the future. The appeals 
board placed a condition upon the 
variance to insure that there would 
be no further divisions of the 
property. 

According to Morris, the four 
homeowners would plow and care 
for the joint driveway and the town 
would not be responsible for it. 
The surveyor also stated that 
municipal sewers would service the 
four homes. 

Questions were raised about the 
10.9 acre "common" lot at the rear 
of the property, but Morris stated 
that joint land ownership was not 
unusual. He also said that it would 
be almost impossible for any one of 
the four homeowners to sell their 
portion of the parcel. 

After listening to the rest of the 
scheduled public hearings, the 
appeals board unanimously agreed 
to grant the frontage variance 
request, with the stipulation that 
there would be no further 
subdividing of the plots. 


Also on Monday evening, the 
appeals board granted a variance 
request to Amold O. Martel, Jr. for 
the subdivision of a 45,000 square 
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foot lot on Mississippi Drive for the 
construction of a single family 
residence. Appeals board member 
Charles Gaffney abstained from 
voting because his brother, 
Attorney Jay Gaffney, was 
representing Martel. 

Attorney Gaffney also 
represented Robert F. McSweeney, 
trustee for Aegis Realty Trust, in a 
request for a variance to subdivide 
a 1,28 acre lot on McLaren Road to 
construct two additional single 
family dwellings. The appeals 
board approved the request, again 
with Charles Gaffney abstaining. 

A request by Jo-Ann Ruiter of 
Pringle Street for a waiver to the 
side yard setback requirements was 
also approved by the Appeals 
Board. Once more Gaffney had to 
abstain, again for the same reason. 

A request for a special permit and 
variance from Tewksbury Center 
Mobil was heard by the appeals 
board, asking that the service 
station be allowed to sell up to five 
used cars on the lot. According to 
neighbor Joanne Joyce, the station 
had received a variance from the 
appeals board some 10 years ago, 
and appeals board orders for a 
fence and shrubbery separating the 
property were not carried out. The 
board voted to table the request for 
further study. Again Attorney Jay 
Gaffney represented the applicant. 

A request for a front yard setback 
waiver for Deborah Bourassa of 
Shawsheen Street was unanimously 
approved by the appeals board, this 
time with Charles Gaffney able to 
take part in the voting. 

Stephen and Anna Papleacos 
made their plea for a variance to 
have their leaky garage torn down 
and a new two-story garage built in 
its place. The appeals board agreed 
to grant the request, provided that 
the upper story of the garage not be 
used as a residential area. 

A request by William and Donna 
Leccese for a waiver to the setback 
requirement for their in-ground 
pool on Finn Street was granted by 
the appeals board. The pool was 
supposedly built within ten feet of 
the adjoining property. 

A variance request to subdivide a 
lot at Patten and Whipple Roads 
was granted fo the estate of the late 
Ada M. Graney. The 50,000 square 
foot lot will be divided into three 
parcels, one facing Whipple Road 
and the other two on Patten. The 
existing residence on Patten Road 
will remain standing 

And finally, a request by Ted 
MacKenzie for the subdivision of a 
lot on Valley Road was tabled by 
the appeals board, pending further 
study. According to the discussions 
made, the lot had earlier been 
broken off from a bigger lot and 
the appeals board wanted to check 
for any stipulations placed upon the 
earlier variance request.

Kevin MacDonald came before 
the Wilmington Planning Board 
Tuesday seeking feedback on a 
proposal to rezone 9.8 acres of land 
off Andover Street from R60 to 
R20. This is the same proposal 
which will be brought before 
voters at a December 1, special 
town meeting. 

Originally, said MacDonald, he 
had planned to put five homes on 
his property, but was denied a 
water easement by the Water and 
Sewer Commission. Now he hopes 
to rezone in order to create 14 lots 
for single family homes. 

Macdonald told board members 
he has the support of most of his 
neighbors who would like to see the 
property used for residences rather 
than industrial use.

With pencil, pen and wiggly 
cleff, the arts are alive and well 
and making monster faces in 
Reading. 

Creative Arts for Kids, Inc, - 
which is by no means just for 
kids, by the way — is a local 
program now entering its tenth 
anniversary, which will com- 


plete a decade of devotion to the 
arts. 
And it is exploding with 


success. 

In 1986 alone, funds have been 
awarded by the Massachusetts 
Council on the Arts and 
Humanities, the Lechmere 
Corporation, Polaroid, AVCO, 
and the Stevens Foundation, 
among others, 

Headquartered at the First 
Congregational Church (United 
Church of Christ) at Woburn 
and Sanborn streets, Creative 
Arts is a non-profit, tax-exempt 
product of 10 years of intense 
love and labor. 

Conceived under a red flag 
and delivered in a closet (ac- 
tually it was an office the size of 
a bathroom - but it had a 
telephone), Creative Arts is the 
brainchild of a Reading resident 
who had moved to town from 
Winthrop. 

Judith O'Hare, now the 
program's executive director, 
said that in discussions with 
Reading educators, she was told 
the town had a great school 
system, but was weak in the 
arts, ‘‘and that was like waving 
ared flag in front of me.” 

So, in hopes of starting a 
program, she went to the 
superintendent of schools, who 


said, “Great! But there’s no 
money. If you can get the 
money fine."” 


‘That's when O'Hare started 
calling people, and Creative 
Arts for Kids was begun with an 
initial proposal to offer 
children’s classes ~ but not just 
limited to children 

Eager to disclaim too much 
credit for herself and her own 
role in Creative Arts for Kids, 
O'Hare repeatedly stressed that 
the effort to begin and to expand 
from its first tiny office in the 
Reading Community Center to 
its current size ‘‘has taken lots 
and lots of people over the 
years, 

“It's always been done by lots 
of people ~ the ideas, the input, 
the organization — and I think 
that’s why it's been able to 
grow.”” 

And how it has grown, On a

that, Creative Arts offers 
courses at many other sites as 
well, in Reading and 
Wilmington, providing a 
creative core which serves 
people from 34 separate com- 
munities. 

“We go beyond the parochial 
view of just serving Reading,” 
O'Hare said, “Because art and 
music don’t stop at the boi er. 


As for the Creative Arts 
agenda itself, O’Hare explains, 
“music is 50 percent of the 
program and 75 percent of the 
effort.” 
In her second year in 
business, O'Hare said, she had 
been thinking of beginning a 
‘Suzuki program. 

(Mr, Suzuki, she explained, 
began teaching violin in Japan 
after World War II, maintaining 
that any child can learn to play 
the violin, on the theory that a 
young child learns by ear. And

For example, if we didn't have 
the kids from other towns to fill 
out the orchestra, it wouldn't 
exist for my kids as well."" 

From its inception, O'Hare 
added, the people involved felt 
“we were saying that art is 
valuable and should be paid for 
So we've always hired 
professional instructors and 
paid. co-ordinators to facilitate 
interaction among teachers, 
parents and students."” 

The move into the church, 
O'Hare said, “doubled the rent 
but quadrupled the possibilities 

because we went from a closet 
to all this space. And that's 
when we looked into times ~- and 
since the church has been very 
gracious about this project, and 
we're able to dovetail our 
programs with theirs, we can do 
arts in the morning, afternoon

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Suzuki proved his theory, 
O’Hare said: early on the kids 
are playing Bach, Brahms and 
Vivaldi.) 

In talking with the school 
superintendent, O'Hare 
discovered that the school 
department, though without an 
orchestra, had a roomful of 
violins. 

Here was the core of her 
Suzuki program 

Suzuki is successful, O’Hare 
said, because it’s very difficult 
to start kids later, for once they 
get to middle school, unless they 
can get good fast, there are too 
many other areas clamoring for 
their attention. The Creative 
Arts Suzuki approach starts at 
age four, on violin, viola or 
cello. 

And Suzuki's not all. From 
that beginning of a roomful! of 
somewhat creaky and decayed 
violins, three orchestras have 
evolved. 

And that’s still not all 
O'Hare: “Jim Roth, former 
music director in Reading, said 
we take kids only up to the sixth 
grade. How about teaching 
woodwind and brass, piano, 
Percussion, acoustic and 
electric guitar? 

Done. 

Creative Arts currently in 
volves the instruction of 175-180 
instrumental students, not 
counting the orchestras, O'Hare 
said, and provides a voice 
teacher and a banjo teacher as 
well 

Beyond the music program. 
Creative Arts provides what its 
name implies: arts. The kids’ 
component involves four 
schools in Reading and one in

Throughout September and 
October, many garden flowers 
and native wildflowers reach 
maturity, and can be suc- 
cessfully ‘preserved for use in 
winter bouquets, according to 
Thurston Handley, Home Hor- 
ticulture Specialist with the 
Middlesex County Cooperative 
Extension, a division of the Uni 
versity of Massachusetts, 
Amherst.

These flowers 
should be cut or pulled, bunch:

The main reason this flick is 
such light-hearted fun is that 
Hogan has a great sense of 
comedic timing and a tough guy 
veneer that definately puts him 
into the “‘heart throb” category.
